Edmonton's -citizen-led transit 
group is kick-starting numerous 
projects this May, in an effort 
to tell city councillors Liter this 
year what needs to be done to 
boost ridership. 

“We have to keep in mind the 
city has grown a lot in the last 
five years, but participation in 
transit hasn't grown at the same 
rate/ 1 said izak Roux, chair of 
Edmonton Transit System Ad¬ 
visory Board, in an interview 
Wednesday. 

"Well be falling behind if we 
don’t increase our ridership." 

The group will research vari¬ 
ous ideas over the next few 
months. 

T hey will present them to 
council by the end of this year 
or in early 2018, where council¬ 
lors will decide to approve or 
reject the plans. 

Metro chatted with Roux 
about the research projects, 
and what they could mean for 
cument users and others think¬ 
ing about taking transit in the 
future. 


Gondolas or cable cars

He said the group will see if 
Edmonton could link both the 
south and noith side of the river 
by using a gondoLi or cable car. 

"It’s not an easy tide going 
from Rogers Place to Whyte 


Ave — you have to make a lot 
of bus transfers." he said, not¬ 
ing it could also attract tourists. 

"There's good value from a 
transit point of view."' 

Partnering with taxis/ 
ridesha re companies 

Roux said cities like Montreal 
partner with taxis so transit 


users can get to a transporta¬ 
tion hub. 

He said the partnership 
might actually save the city 
some money. 

Rebates for cabs or Uber driv¬ 
ers would cost less than fund¬ 
ing large buses that only take 
a small number of passengers. 

“It's not feasible to run big 


buses where only two people 
ride them." he explained. “ 
This wav it will get more 
people on to the transit system 
because of the better service" 
Providing more bike park¬ 
ing at stations would also 
help, Roux added, as it pro¬ 
vides that incentive for 
users.

Roux said the group will look 
at how autonomous vehicles 
[or drive rless cars! will affect 
Edmonton's transit system in 
the coming years. 

“There might be a tipping 
point," he said. 

“it might suddenly explode 
and. if the city is not ready for 
it. we will have to change a lot 
of things" 

He explained there could 
be less vehicles on the road 
due to the driverless wave, 
meaning the city might have 
to ensure infrastructure spend¬ 
ing on roads doesn't go over¬ 
board. 

“You don’t want get too far 
ahead then revert," he said. 
“We could get ahead on how 
autonomous vehicles will af¬ 
fect the system so we don't 
have to do that." 

Heated bus shelters 

Roux said the group is final¬ 
izing its recommendations of 
heating bus shelters in Edmon¬ 
ton later this year. 

He said he would like the 
city conduct a pilot project on 
four or five shelters that would 
be heated. 

“We have to see how well 
that works and possibly go 
city-wide," he said, noting 
Fort McMurray has heated 
shelters. “We have more than 
2.000 shelters and none are 
heated."

Film festival 
director takes 
issue with city

After bringing flicks to the city's 
film scene for 10 years, Edmon¬ 
ton's I>edFest may soon rest in 
peace. 

“I'mout and I'm done trying," 
said DedFest director Derek Clay¬ 
ton. inan interview Wednesday. 

Clayton said organizes 'oehind 
DedFest — an independent film 
festival that has brought num¬ 
erous genres to Metro Cinema 
— are pondering the event's 
demise after barely breaking 
even List year. 

"We have an incredible board, 
and it will ultimately be up to 
them if we end it, but Fm done 
with city council." he said. “It's 
very frustrating.“ 

Clayton's frustration stems 
from “stagnant" funding through 


city aits giants, where the Ed¬ 
monton Arts Council provides 
funding to gToups looking for 
cash (DedFest received S 5.000 
this year). 

“It should be more fair" he 
said, alleging the funding model 
tends to favour larger events over 
smaller organizations.

In response to potentially see¬ 
ing DedFest fold. Edmonton Arts 
Council executive director Sanjay 
Shahani said the group won't be 
happy to see the group go. 

“It would be a loss to bdmon- 
ton and 1 don't have any doubt 


to that," he said. 

According to a city mandate 
in 2008, festivals selected for city 
funding should be given cash 
that represents 12 per cent of 
their ope rating budgets. 

But it's become more difficult 
to teach that target, ihatumi said, 
noting the number of organiza¬ 
tions applying for funding grows 
each year. 

“We’re trying our best to keep 
those targets," he said. “The po¬ 
tential for increases is Limited 
because if there is growth in the 
festival pool and the money isn't 
growing, then we have to work 
with what we have." 

Shahani said the arts council 
will soon embark on a new fund- 
ing plan for festivals in 2019, 
when budget discussions begin 
at city council. 

“It’Ll result in new recommen¬ 
dations, and usually, new recom¬ 
mendations call for increased 
investment," he said. 

As tor DedFest, Clayton said 
the festival might move else¬ 
where. 

“If the board wants to investi¬ 
gate opportunities, then it could 
move," he said. “I don't want to 
leave the fans here, but it's a 
huge investment."

DedFest's possible departure 
comes after the Sonic Boom 
festival announced in Febru¬ 
ary it won' t put on a show this 
summer. 

The festival brought super- 
star acts like Jack White. Unkin 
Park. Blink 182. Arctic Monkeys 
and the Flaming lips, as well as 
frequently returning Canadian 
performers, like Mother Mother. 

During the past several veal’s, 
Mother Nature has plagued the 
festival with cold weather on 
Labour Day weekend. 

Sonic Boom also tried to 
spruce things up by moving to 
a new Location at Borden Park 
in 2015, offering green space 
to replace the former concrete 
smTQLindings of the Northlands 
grounds. 

“Thanks for your support 
along the way" Sonic organiz¬ 
ers wrote on their website in 
February. “Boom kept coming 
back because you kept coming 
back, blisters and all (remember 
the pavement at Northlands?). 
Anyway, thank you."

Call me maybe? While canna¬ 
bis enthusiasts celebrate ■1/20, 
city officials and pot sellers 
are eagerly awaiting informa¬ 
tion on how legalization will 
roll out in July 2018, 

City officials reached 
out to the feds Wednes¬ 
day so they can get work¬ 
ing on regulations, with 
Edmonton Cannabis 
Coalition Chair Dave Loken 
saying Health Canada needs 
to “up their game." 

"We just want clarification 
on what kind of support we're 
going to get," said Loken, who 
is also a city councillor. 

“We have invited Health 
Canada to our table a few 
times and got no response.* 
The Edmonton Cannabis 
Coalition, which includes 
members of city council, 
Alberta Health Services * and 
Edmonton’s police and fire 


services among others, is con¬ 
cerned by the timeline for 
legalization. 

While city planners are 
already working on bylaws, 
Loken said the city needs 
more resources and infor¬ 
mation to clarify what its role 
is in the process. 

Meanwhile, 
a Vancouver- 
based dispens¬ 
ary chain set¬ 
ting up shop 
in Edmonton 
said Wednes¬ 
day they would 
love a call from 
the city. 

“ We've been 
in this industry 
for 15 years, 
so 1 hope that 
they turn to us for at least 
some questions,*' said Fred¬ 
erick Pels* President of the 
Green Koom Society, a Van¬ 
couver-based dispensary. 

Green Koom has opened 
one location in Edmonton 
and is opening another next 
month. But until they get the 
green light to sell, both facili¬ 
ties are strictly open to pro¬ 
vide i nformation on cannabis. 

“We're waiting to see what 
the city asks of us to do. So 
far, they haven’t really been 
conimunicEiting what it is that 


they see legalization looking 
like," Eels said. 

“Until we have the ques¬ 
tions From them, we can’t 
really answer them with 
measures that we can take 
to be compliant.” 

Alberta Premier Rachel Mot¬ 
ley also said last week that 
the legaliza¬ 
tion timeline 
is going to be 
a challenge for 
the province. 

Andrew 
Mac Kendrick, 
press secre¬ 
tary for Can¬ 
ada Health 
Minister Jane 
Philpott, said 
in an emailed 
statement that 
the federal government will 
continue working with prov¬ 
inces „ territories, municipal¬ 
ities and local communities, 
as well as Health Canada, on 
the legalization front. 

“In the weeks and months 
ahead we will continue to 
work with all levels of gov¬ 
ernment to ensure that the 
objectives of this legislation 
can be met — that is, to keep 
cannabis out of the hands of 
youth, and profits out of the 
hands of organized crime," 
MacKendrick wrote.

Edmonton police have been 
cleared of “any wrongdoing 1 ’ in 
the death of a 25-year-old man 
that occurred two years ago, after 
the Alberta Serious Response 
learns (ASIRTj determined he 
died from “excited delirium” 
due to high volumes of meEh 
in his system. 

A baggje that screened posi¬ 
tive for methamphetamine was 
recovered from the man's stom¬ 
ach, AS 1KT said in a news release. 

On April 29,2015 at 9:18 p.m., 
security officers at the City Cen¬ 
tre Mall arrested a man for tres¬ 
passing in a stairwell, according 
to ASJRT. “ the man appeared 
under the influence of alcohol or 
drugs, did not follow verbal dir¬ 
ection, and resisted die attempts 
of mall security to take him into 
custody, including kicking at the 
security officers,” AS1RT said. 

“The man talked and yelled 
over the security officers as they 
attempted to explain the arrest 
and his rights and he exhibited 
bizarre behaviour A request for 


police assistance was made” 

AS1KT said two police officers 
then arrived and took him into 
custody, where he continued to 
resist. Officers later called for 
help, where four officers "had 
to use physical force" to restrain 
the man with handcuffs and leg 
resUains. The man continued to 
resist, according to the agency, 
so police believed he was under 
the influence of some substance. 

AS1RX said police then called 
EMS for help. 

“Once in the detention area, 
the man was placed on the floor 
in a holding cell in the recovery 
position,” ASIRT said. “It was at 
this point officers noted the man 
now appeared to be unconscious 
and in medical distress." 

That’s when police removed 
the restraints and performed 
CPR as EMS hadn’t yet arrived. 

“Unfortunately, his condition 
could not be stabilized and be 
was pronounced deceased,” the 
release reads.

At Ross Sheppard High School, 
LGBTQ. students have found 
their safe space on the stage. 

The school's musical theatre 
class is currently working on 
Tdentilies', a musical revue 
based on real life experiences 
which explores how young 
people identify themselves in 
today’s world, 

Drama teacher Kristen hor¬ 
sy th said she wanted to pul a 
different spin on songs from 
popular musicals such as 
Grease, Rent and Hairspray. 
The production challenges 
gender stereotypes — one 
musical number has students 
performing 'Summer Loving' 
from Grease, with the girls 
acting macho and the boys 
acting sensitive. 

"This year it seems like J 
have a lot more students in my 
drama classes, not just musical 
theatre but my other drama 
classes, who are gender non- 
conforming or in the LGBTQ+ 
community," Forsyth said. “So 
l started looking at how 1 could 
give these kids a chance to ex¬ 
press their stories.” 

The show is almost entirely 
developed by students. Dur¬ 
ing the audition process, For¬ 
syth asked students to share 
a life-changing experience 
that helped them understand 


their identity. Those stories 
are what inspired the scenes 
in Identities. 

“With the theme of iden¬ 
tity, we're not only looking at 
gender non-conformity ... but 
how our stories reflect who we 
are,” Forsyth said. 

Coining to terms wiLh one's 
identity is an experience Mor- 
decai Lazzer can relate to. 'The 
17-year-old Grade 12 student 
identifies as non-binary or 
androgynous. Lazzer said the 
drama program at Ross S hep- 
pard has always been welcom¬ 
ing, but Identities takes that a 
step furthe r by giving Lazzer a 
broader outlet for their voice. 

“It’s allowed me to express 
who 1 am ... IE’s really let me 
come out of my shell and be 
open more, not only with my 
drama friends but with people 
out in public in the world," 
Lazzer said. 

Lazzer's experience of grow¬ 
ing up with an older sister and 
mother who expected they be 
more feminine is one of the 
stories made into a scene. 

"That's basically what my 
story is about - how I tried to 
go from one spectrum to the 
other until 1 found my place in 
the middle,” Lazzer said. “I'm 


not specifically feminine or 
masculine - I'm kind of just 
myself.” 

Tassondra McNeil, who iden¬ 
tifies as female and straight, 
remembers w r hen she acted 
in a play in Grade 10 called 
'Bye bye birdie’, which empha¬ 
sized traditional gender roles 
as “macho” men. 

"To come t his far and kind of 
do something that's the com¬ 
plete opposite* which talks 
about being you - maybe 
you're a tomboy, maybe you 
don't identify 1 with a particular 
gender at all - it's really nice to 
explore that especially because 
a lot of the world hasn't quite 
grasped that,” she said. 

Forsyth has been encour¬ 
aged by how her entire class 
has embraced the production. 

Lazzer hopes the production 
will encourage young people 
who are unsure about their 
identity to explore what makes 
them unique. 

"1 want people to educate 
themselves more and be com¬ 
fortable with w r ho they are”

Albertans are the least likely to 
trust Justin Trudeau and most 
likely to crust energy and pipe¬ 
line companies, according to 
a new survey. 

The 2017 Environics Com¬ 
munications CanTrust Index, 
released Wednesday, asked 
Canadians lo rank how much 
they trust various 
politicians, indus¬ 
tries and institu¬ 
tions. and found Al¬ 
berta out of step in 
several areas. 

“There's a big dif¬ 
ference there, and 
perhaps not surpris¬ 
ing” Environics Sen¬ 
ior Vice-President 
josh Lobden said 
of Albertans' thoughts on the 
prime minister. “The Trudeau 
name, for many people in Al¬ 
berta, will forever be connected 
to the National Energy Program 
of his father." 

On a seven-point scale, less 
than 30 per cent of Edmonton¬ 
ians and Calgarians said Tru¬ 
deau is “very 41 or “somewhat" 
trustworthy to do what's right 
for Canadians. 

The national average was 


44 per cent. 

When it come s to energy and 
pipeline companies, the roles 
reversed, with about 40 per 
cent of Albertans considering 
them trustworthy compared to 
a 26 per cent national average. 

Big-city Albertans are sharply 
divided when it comes to Pre¬ 
mier Rachel Not ley. 

In Edmonton, 35 per cent 
said they trust their premier, 
compared to 21 per cent of 
Calgarians. 

Across Canada, 30 per cent 
of Canadians said they trust 
their respective premier, 

In the workplace. Calgar¬ 
ians were the most likely in 
Canada to trust their CEO or 
most senior boss, at 62 per 
cent versus a national ranking 
of 51 per cent, 

While Western 
Canada skews cyn¬ 
ical, Cobden said the 
overall results show 
Canadians — par¬ 
ticularly newcomers 
and women — buck 
global trends by be¬ 
ing more optimistic, 
hopeful and trusting. 

“It paints a 
uni quely Canadian 
picture, and that's one [if trust 
and hope and optimism,” he 
said. 

Canadians put the most 
trust in hospitals, universi¬ 
ties and colleges at over 60 
per cent, and the least trust in 
U.S. President Donald Trump 
and marijuana producers, with 
both coming in at 13 per cent. 

Environics conducted an on¬ 
line survey of 1,500 Canadians 
between January 16 and 26.

Edmonton Oilers fans might 
have to scooch a little closer 
in the pee line aE Rogers Place 
Thursday. 

The Oilers Entertainment 
Group is taking steps to reduce 
washroom lines for Game 5 of 
the team’s first-round series 
against the San Jose Sharks, 
after complaints about long 
waits to use the men's rooms. 

Tim Shipton. t he group's vice 
president of corporate com¬ 
munications and government 
relations, said the changes will 
include having guest service 
staff assist washroom queuing, 


and possible markers on the 
floor to encourage lineups in¬ 
side the washrooms instead of 
outside. 

“We’re finding that ... the 
line starts at the edge of the 
washroom entrance, rather than 
in the washroom itself and cer¬ 
tainly rather than behind urin¬ 
als," Shipton said. “And that was 
a change from the old facility, 
where you saw significant line¬ 
ups in the washrooms.” 

Shipton said wait times have 
gone up to eight minutes dur¬ 
ing playoff games, compared to 
average 4-5 minute waits during 
the regular season. 

That's partly because people 
are waiting right until the final

period buzzers to leave their 
seats, whereas regular season 
games see more of a steady flow 
to the loo. 

At events like the recent John 
Mayer concert where crowds 
s kew female, some of the male 
washrooms are flipped, hut 
when it comes to hockey, it's 
the men who are left waiting. 

"When you have the demo¬ 
graphic skewed to a larger male 
crowd, that’s where you focus 
some of your time and effort,” 
Shipton said. 

Shipton said the Oilers will 
review the building operations, 
including washroom service, 
once the season is over. 

But he also noted that Rog¬ 
ers Place has more washrooms 
than other new National Hockey 
League buildings and way more 
than .Alberta building codes re¬ 
quire. The code required 114 
female toilets, 20 male toilets 
and 38 urinals, he said. Rogers 
Place has more than twice that, 
with 227 female toilets, 75 male 
toilets and 183 urinals.

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Clean-tech industry 
growing sluggishly

Feds too slow 
on investment, 
report warns 

Growth in Canada's clean 
tech industry has slowed to 
the point that t he sector could 
miss out on billions in revenue 
and thousands of new jobs 
without urgent government 
action, according to a report 
pu Wished Thursday. 

Celine Kale, president of Ana- 
lytica Advisors, a firm in Ot¬ 
tawa that monitors the indus¬ 
try and published the report, 
said investments to boost clean 
tech in the 2017 budget aren't 
moving fast enough. Without 
quick access to capital, many 
of the biggest players in Can¬ 
ada's $ 13-billion clean tech 
sector will fall behind global 
competitors, Bak said. 

"There's an urgent need for 
the money you've proposed 
to be deployed," said Bak. re¬ 
ferring to the Liberal govern¬ 
ment's 2017 budget pledge of 
51,8 billion over three years 


for dean tech financing. 

None of that money, how¬ 
ever, is slated to roll out this 
year. 

“It's back-end loaded and 
the need is really short term," 
Bak said. “That's not going to 
be sufficient, especially for 
the biggest firms that are in 
very competitive global mar¬ 
kets, where we're talking about 
weeks — not mouths — as a 
timeline that needs to be exe¬ 
cuted upon."

The industry includes more 
than S50 firms in Canada that 
employ 55,200 people, the re¬ 
port says. These companies 
range from those working on 
more efficient power grid tech¬ 
nology' and cleaner ways to dig 
for oil. to recycling, transpor¬ 


tation and agriculture. 

The 2017 Canadian Clean 
Technology Industry Report, 
released Thursday, paints a 
picture of an industry' that is 
still growing, but at a slower 
rate than previous years. Rev¬ 
enues in the sector jumped S 
per cent from 2014 to 2015, 
while they grew at around 11 
per cent per year from 2011 
to 2013. 

But profits retained by clean 
tech companies in Canada con¬ 
tinue to drop, and the report 
says “the industry is awash 
in red ink and shareholder 
returns are negative." This 
includes companies working 
on low-carbon transportation, 
which have seen five straight 
years of negative returns in a 
developing sector that is vital 
in the push to meet Canada’s 
global emissions targets for 
2030. according to the report. 

At the same time, the re¬ 
port says Canada's global mar¬ 
ket share in clean technology' 
dropped 12 per cent from 2 QOS 
to 2015, when it stood at 1.4 
per cent.

He had been scheduled to 
return from a vacation next 
Monday, It marks a stunning 
end to a near-perfect marriage 
between a pugnacious person¬ 
ality and network. Bor two dec¬ 
ades, O'Reilly has ruled the "no 
spin zone" with cable news- 
most popular show, and his 
ratings had never 'been higher.

Trip through McDonald’s drive-thru 
leads to the end of Facebook killer 


Facebook slaying suspect Steve 
Stephens was undone by a 
20-piece Chicken Mc.Nuggets 
and an order of fries. 

The man who police say shot a 
Cleveland retiree at random and 
posted video of the killing on 
Facebook pulled up to the drive- 
thru window of a McDonald's 
restaurant outside Erie, Pennsyl¬ 
vania, and waited for his order. 

It was late Tuesday morning, 
and authorities were in the third 
day of an intensive manhunt. 

Now. more than 100 miles 
from the shooting, his time on 
the run was nearly up. 

The attendant who took

his money recognized the sus¬ 
pect and dialed 911. Stephens 
pulled up to the next window, 


where restaurant ownerThomas 
DuCharme Jr. and a supervisor 
tiled stalling him by telling him 
his fries were delayed. 

Stephens didn't want to wait. 
He took his McNuggets and 
whipped out of the parking lot, 
nearly hitting Gail Wheeler, 54, 
a retail operations manager from 
brie who was on her way home 
from the grocery store. 

“Two seconds later, 1 hear 
these sirens, and they come 
whipping past me." she said. 

Wheeler followed behind for 
a couple miles. 

One of the pursuing troopers 
picked his spot — in front of an 


abandoned school — and hit 
Stephens’ bumper to get him to 
stop. Ibe Ford Fusion did a half 
torn and came to rest at the curb. 

Police were starting to get out 
of their cruisers when “I heard a 
shot. It was loud and distinctive," 
Wheeler said. 

“The next thing I know, 
they're approaching the car. 
The one officer just shook his 
head. He was closest to the car. 
... They had their guns out but 
when he shook his head, they 
lowered their guns." 

Stephens killed himself, elu- 
thorities said.

Contribution records from 
Tramp's inaugural committee,

Bill would 
lift curbs on 
infrastructure 
bank proposal 

A new federal agency designed 
to fuse public ;uid private dol¬ 
lars to help build infrastruc¬ 
ture in Canada could end up 
building new roads and bridges 
south of the border— so long 
as they connect to the Great 
White .North . 

The legislation for the Liberal 
government’s proposed infra¬ 
structure bank would allow the 


arm’s-length organization to use 
public money to help bankroll 
or financially backstop projects 
that are “in Canada or partly 
in Canada," provided there's a 
financial benefit and a physical 
connection to the country. 

The wording means Ottawa 
could choose to fund projects 
with the potential to generate 
revenue for private investors 
or the government itself— toll 
roads or bridges, for instance, 
such as the Gordie Howe span 
between Windsor and Detroit, 
which is being financed with 
both private and public money. 

"if in fact a vehicle like the 
bank can enable projects like 
that to go ahead more readily. 


then I think that's positive/' 
said Mark Konioff, president 
and Ch'O of the Canad ian Coun¬ 
cil for Public-Private Partner¬ 
ships. 

Rom off said it could also 
help advance Canadian inter¬ 
ests south of the border, par¬ 
ticularly at a time when U.5. 
President Donald Trump wants 
to leverage private money to 
help pay fora promised Sl-tril- 
lion inffastructure program. 

Late last year, U.S. Treasury 
Secretary Steven M nuchiu, then 
a member of Trump's transition 
team, talked about the pos¬ 
sibility of an American infra¬ 
structure bank that would use 
financing tools to lure private 


dollars for public assets like 
new transit and transportation 
networks. 

Infrastructure Minister Aituu- 
jeet Sohi met high-level Amer¬ 
ican officials on two separate 
visits to Washington, D.C., along 
with top officials at the Inter¬ 
national Monetary fund and 
the World Rank, all of them 
interested in how the Canadian 
bank will operate. 

Interested, too, are observers 
and investors in Canada, many 
of whom still have questions 
about the bank’s operations 
and whether the wording in the 
legislation could end up erect¬ 
ing roadblocks to its success.

has played nice with Donald 
Trump, routinely bending over 
backward to avoid taking the 
new administration head on. 

Parsing the prime minis¬ 
ter s comments on Jrump's 
eventful first three months 
one would be hard-pressed to 
find anything but kind words 
about the new occupant of the 
White House. 

When the president moved 
to suspend the American 
refugee program and to ban 
citizens from six Muslim ma¬ 
jority countries from travelling 
to the U.S., Trudeau issued a 
tweet to restate Canada’s pro- 
refugee policy but refrained 
from openly criticizing the 
U.S. move. 

When Trump cut foreign 
aid funding for contraception 
and family planning programs, 
the Canadian government 
raised its own contribution but 
otherwise kept its peace. 

Ditto as the American ad¬ 
min istrationconfirmed its 
determination to walk away 
from the Paris treaty on cli¬ 
mate change. 

Earlier this month, the 
prime minister offered Can¬ 
ada’s fill] support for Trump’s 
uni Lateral decision to launch 
air strikes on a Syrian military 
facility in retaliation for the re¬ 
gime's chemical gas attack on 
civilians. In the process. Tru¬ 
deau soft-pedalled his party's 
long-standing commitment 
to multilateral international 
action.

On Tuesday, he lashed out

"In Canada, some very un¬ 
fair things have happened to 
our daily farmers, and others, 
and we Tie going to start work¬ 
ing on that," Trump told a 
Wisconsin audience. "NAFTA 
has been veiy, very had.

Canada's interests- 

Tbat did happen on Tues¬ 
day. In a strongly worded let¬ 
ter, Trudeau’s envoy to Wash¬ 
ington, David MaeNaughton, 
refuted Trump’s contention 
that Canada's dairy policy was 
wreaking havoc on American 
daiiy farmers. 

Still, tip to now Canada's 
efforts on the U.S. front have 
unfolded on a rare bipartisan 
basis. Former prime minister 
Brian Mulroney lias been pro¬ 
viding Trudeau with insider 
advice on American trade dy¬ 
namics, Conservative interim 
leader Rotia Ambrose lias 
struck a supportive role in her 
own visits to the U.S.. as has 
Saskatchewan Premier Brad 
Wall, a premier otherwise 
known as the prime minister's 
chief provincial critic.

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New pot laws must 
include a pardon 
for old convictions

We cannot have a future pot 
policy that doesn't deal with 
criminalized pasts. 

Public Safety Minister 
Ralph Goodale has said that 
the new pot legislation will 
not include any special am¬ 
nesty for past convictions. 

This is a mistake. 

The government's proposed 
legislation follows a public 
health approach of reducing 
harm and preventing prob¬ 
lematic drug use. But the 
legislation, which is slated 
to come into effect by July 1, 
201S, cannot just serve future 
drug users — and businesses,, 
for that matter. It should also 
serve the health and wellbe¬ 
ing of the young, rndalized 
men and women who are cur¬ 
rently in court and in prison 
on drug charges. 

According to the Centre for 
Addiction and Mental Health, 
nearly 60.000 Canadians are 
arrested for possessing 30 g 
or less of cannabis every year 
— that's nearly three per cent 
of all arrests. And at least half 
a million Canadians have a 
criminal record tor possessing 
that much pot. 

In Jbl 'T nearly hall'of all 
drug-related court cases in¬ 
volved cannabis, and young 
people between 12 and 24 
were more likely to be ar¬ 
rested lor pot than for any 
other drug. 

The Justice Department 
either doesn't publish or does 
not track dmg-ofiences by the 
race and ethnicity of the of 1 
tender. Anecdotally, however,, 
it's dear that the imagined 
drug offender is a racial]zed 


person. 

One only has to hear it 
from Bill Blair, the Liberal 
government's point man on 
the pot tile. In his telling, 
when youth buy marijuana, 
they get it from “a gangster 
behind some apartment build¬ 
ing" or “a criminal in a stair¬ 
well, - ’ he told Lhe Toronto Star 
on separate Occasions. 

In case the dog-whistle 
isn't loud enough, Toronto's 
former top cop is selling Lhe 
government's pot plan with a 
rarially-charged message. 

There is ample data to 
show that black and white 
people,. on a percentage basis, 
use marijuana at nearly the 
same rales. Yet black users 
are arrested at a vastly higher 
rale, [Much of this data is 
American, Yet again we find 
that data on race is patchy at 
best in Canada.] 

Evidence of this racial ar¬ 
rest gap can be found in Our 
prison populations. From 
2005 to 2015, the black in¬ 
mate population grew by 
69 per cent. This increase 
dovetails with the previous 
Conservative administration’s 
tough-on-crime legislation 
that also led to an increase in 
the imprisonment of women 
and Indigenous people. 

But if compassionate par¬ 
dons are not part of the new 
legislation, thousands of Can¬ 
adians — especially young 
rarialized men and women 
— already languishing in the 
criminal justice system will 
be left behind, A majority of 
male prisoners struggle with 
addiction and substance abuse 
issues.

Canada has an incredible wealth 
of fresh water, much of it in riv¬ 
ers — from rushing giants like 
the Niagara and Yukon River 
to the swimming hole in your 
neighbourhood. 

After 10 years studying riv¬ 
ers. Sean Fleming, hydrologist, 
data scientist and adjunct pro¬ 
fessor at LTBCs department of 
earth, ocean and atmospheric 
sciences, has come to a conclu¬ 
sion: we don’t know enough 
about rivers. And if we aren't 
informed, we am't protect them. 
Flemings new book, Where the 
Kiver Runs: Scientific Reflect ions 
on hnith's Waterways, aims to 
fix that. We asked him what we 
can do to help rivers run better. 

Is there anything in your re¬ 
search Unit would surprise 
people who don't know 
much uljoul rivers? 

The example folks in Canada 
may not be aware of is the Colo¬ 
rado River. The Colorado River 
Compact was put together in the 
early 1900s to divide the waters 
of the Colorado River between 
different states and Mexico. It 
was derived on the basis of the 
data available at that point. As 
a matter of sheer bad luck, that 
period of time happened to be 
one of the wettest periods in sev¬ 
eral hundred years. That wasn't 


discovered until the 1970s. Be¬ 
cause of that, the Colorado River 
no longer flows to its mouth. 
Knowing more about the sci¬ 
ence of rivers has real, serious 
implications. 

What needs to be done to 
protect rivers'? 

One: We need to understand 
how rivers work. We need bet¬ 
ter models for simulating what 
theyll look like in the future, 
and how climate changes will 
affect them. That provides the 
information we need to make 
decisions. Secondly, reducing 
needs. Global water demand is 
expected to increase by 55 per 
cent by 2050. That's a huge prob-

lem. given that a billion people 
already do not have access to ad¬ 
equate clean water, but there’s 
a silver lining. For example, in 
the U.S, water demand has sta¬ 
bilized at 1970s levels. 

Is it the same story in Can¬ 
ada? 

Canada’s track record with water 
management is not the best tom- 
pared to other western counnies. 
And that's simply because we're 
really lucky—we' ve got a lot of 
empty space and a lot of water. 

Vancouver for instance, is a 
very wet part of the world. It 
wouldn't seem like you'd ever 
run into water supply issues, but 
it's happening, because you've 
got such a tremendous congre¬ 
gation of people in such a small 
area, and the water is seasonal. 
That's going to be a huge chal¬ 
lenge. 

What can individual people 
do fur rivers? 

There's a tremendous amount 
you can do. Iliere are water¬ 
shed clean-up days. You can gel 
involved with riparian planting 
I restoring trees and vegetation 
around rivers). In terms of your 
personal choices, watch what 
you flush down the drain and 
how you dispose of things like 
paint. It can help a great deal at 
the local level. 

Du you have a favourite riv¬ 
er? 

Oh my goodness. Maybe the 
Cowichan in british Columbia 
or the Rio Grande in the L.S. 
southwest. I love the landscapes 
around both of them. They both 
present a lot of opportunities 
and challenges.

Last fall, after Barbara Gowdy 
discovered a lump in her breast, 
her younger sister Mary offered 
to drive her to loronto's Prince 
Margaret hospital for a series of 
tests. As Gowdy was filling out 
forms. Mary suddenly fell to the 
floor in a seizure, caused by a 
massive brain haemorrhage. If 
Mary hadn't been in that hospital 
room at that exact moment, feet 
away from an oxygen tank and 
doctors to rush her into surgery, 
she would not have survived. 
Gowdy— now in remission after 
radiation and a lumpectomy— 
says it was her cancer that saved 
her sister’s life. 

Liter that fateful day, after

home to a box sitting on her 
Cabbagetown front porch. The 
box was labelled “Little Sister,” 
and fora shocking moment the 
author forgot that was the title of 
her much-anticipated new novel, 
her first publication in a decade. 

It would be understandable if 
Gowdy wrote about the oriel line 
itations of the human body. On 
top of the breast cancer, she has 
suffered 14 years from a mysteri¬ 


ously debilitating chronic back 
pain that limits her mobility. 
Most of Little Sister was written 
lying down in bed using a reclin¬ 
ing tray for her laptop, while 
undergoing a litany of unsuccess¬ 
ful drug therapies that did little 
more than make her foggy and 
depressed. But Gowdv’s curiosity 
about our inner lives runs deeper 
than skin and bones. Since she 
can remember, she has asked the 


fundamental question: “What 
would it be like to be you?” 

Little Sister follows Rose, a 
30-something woman who lives 
a mundane existence running a 
repertory theatre with her moth¬ 
er, who suffers from progressive 
dementia. When a series of freak 
lightening storms hit the city, 
Rose's migraine-tike symptoms 
inexplicably transport her ins ide 
the body of a stranger named

Netherlands" pursuit for happiness 


What if the key to raising con¬ 
tented kids lies not in priming 
our children for success, but 
rather in encouraging their hap¬ 
piness so they can find their 
own version of achievement? 

That's the approach em¬ 
braced by parents in the Neth¬ 
erlands, which is, according to 
a 2013 UNICEF report, home 
to the happiest children from 
among the 26 richest tuitions 
in the world. 

A new book called The Hap¬ 
piest Kids in the World: How 
Dutch Parents Help Their Kids 
'and Themselves | by Doing Less 
explores what makes the Dutch 
approach to parenting different. 
The co-authors, American Rina 
Mae Acosta and Brit Michele 
Hutchison, both married Dutch 
men and are raising their kids 
in the Netherlands. 

I spoke to Acosta recently 
about what defines the Dutch 
style of parenting. 

Yon write that Pinch par¬ 
ents have a healthy atti¬ 
tude toward their kirk, that 
achievement diKrsnT neces¬ 
sarily Lead to happiness, hut 
that happiness caai cultivate 
achievement. Why is that 
such an important distinc¬ 
tion? 

Us modem parents all 
throughout the world, espe¬ 


cially in America, we believe 
that in order to be happy in 
life, you have to be successful. 
But the Dutch have realized 
that happiness comes first be¬ 
fore anything else. And when 
I'm talking about happiness 
I'm not talking about children 
being spoiled and entitled. 

I'm talking abouE children 
who are self-aware, who are 
able to be independent and 
who learn to make their own 
decisions. And children who 
are allowed to be children 
and to figure out their own 
passions in life early on and 
allowed to be who they are. 

Apparently Dutch babies get 
more sleep. What is the deal 
there? 1 low do they do it? 

What most parents can ac¬ 
tually do is simply have what 
the Dutch call the two "Rs" — 
rest and regularity, The basic- 
idea is — especially for new¬ 
borns, babies and toddlers — 
to create a calm, predictable 
environment with a certain 
set schedule of sleep, play and 
eat. And once you have those 
established, you can help 
regulate their sleep. 

Dutch children arc appar¬ 
ently among the feast to feel 
procured at School, Why is 
that? 


LTs just a whole dif¬ 
ferent perspective 
on what a child is, 

I believe. While 
we obviously have 
to educate chil¬ 
dren, tn the Neth¬ 
erlands they real¬ 
ize that what’s 
must important 
in preschool is to 
teach children 
how to play. 

That includes 
focusing on 
their social and emotional 
development. That’s a critical 
foundation to build, Then you 
can start teaching them aca¬ 
demically at six, seven, eight. 
Versus in America: ITn afraid 
that WeVe forgotten the im¬ 
portance of play. Rather than 
focusing on that, there’s a lot 
more focus on academics. But 
a lot of education researchers 
agree that an immature brain 
is not ready yet to lake it all 
in. Interesting the children 
who are allowed to develop at 
their own pace are the ones 
who are allowed to have that 
intrinsic motivation to suc¬ 
ceed. 

It \ interesting that while the 
Netherlands offers Severn] 
types Of high *ehooJ, there 
doesn't seem to be mu eh 



gnashing of 
teeth over which 
one a child goes 
to. 

No. the Dutch 
realize that not 
every single per¬ 
son is meant to go 
to university. Not 
everyone i.s meant 
to be a doctor, a 
lawyer or a high- 
level professional- 
Some are actually 
meant to become 
nurses or teach- 
ere or chefs. And they realize 
that every child has their own 
special talent or special inter- 
est, so why is there a need to 
make every child conform to 
the status quo? 

What do you most wish that 
parents living In Canada, or 
other parts of the world with 
similarly intense approach¬ 
es to raising kids, will take 
away from this hook? 

Please be kind to you reelf as a 
parent. Know that you doing 
your best is good enough- If 
you’re more forgiving of your¬ 
self and accepting of all your 
mistakes, and also congratu¬ 
late yourself for the tilings 
you are doing really well the 
children will see that,

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Officials say ex-Patriot hanged himself

Homs before his former New 
Lnglnnd Patriots teammates 
were due to visit the White 
House to celebrate their Super 
Bowl victory, prison officials say, 
Aaron Hernandez tied one end 
of his bedsheet to a window and 
the other around his neck and 
hanged himself. 

In a maximum-security prison 
outside Boston, ubout an hour 
from the stadium where he 
played alongside stars like Tom 
Brady and Rob Gronkowsi. Her¬ 


nandez jammed the door to his 
one-man cel1 lest guards try to 
stop him. and put an eartv end to 
the 1 ife-w l thout-purole sentence 
he received for a 2013 murder. 
He was 27. 

3t was the last act in the 
downfall of an athlete who once 
seemed to have everything— in¬ 
cluding a five-year S4G million 
contract extension —and threw 
it all away. 

The ffirmer NlrL star's death 
left friends, family and his legal 
team shocked and in disbelief, 
searching for tin explanation. Just 
last Friday, Hernandez was ac¬ 
quitted in a separate murder case. 

“There weie no conversations 
or correspondence from Aaron 
to his family or legal team that 
would have indicated anything 
like this was possible," said his 


attorney, Jose Baez, 

“Aaron was looking forward 
to an opportunity for a second 
chance to prove his innocence. 
Those who love and care about 
him are heartbroken and de¬ 
termined to find the truth sur¬ 
rounding his untimely death" 
Guards found Hernandez 
shortly after 3 a.m. Wednesday 
at the state prison in Shirley, 
Correction Department spokes- 
mEin Christopher Fallon said, The 
former tight end was taken to a 
hospital and pronounced dead 
about an hour later. 

Fallon said he was not aware 
of any suicide note and officials 
had no reason to believe Her¬ 
nandez was suicidal. 

Otherwise, he would have 
been transferred to a mental 
health unit, Fallon said. The 


Worcester County district at¬ 
torney's office and the Correction 
Department are investigating. 

The Patriots had no Immediate 
comment. At the White House 
event in the afternoon, President 
Donald Frump congratulated 
the Super Bowl champions but 
made no mention of Hernandez. 

He was a productive tight end 
for the Patriots for three seasons. 
After catching 79 passes for 910 
yards and seven touchdowns in 
his second year to help the team 
reach the Super Bowl. 

But the Patriots released him 
in 2013. shortly after he was ar¬ 
rested in the killing of semi-pro 
football player Odin Lloyd, who 
was dating the sister of Hernan¬ 
dez's fiancee. Hernandez was 
convicted and sentenced to life 
in prison, the associated press
